This 2009 video features Chris Drummond, 
W6HFP, (owner of Buddipole) setting up a 
portable 20 meter vertical antenna at the 
ocean’s edge in Oregon. The antenna is 
basically an “L” shaped half wave dipole. Half 
of it (a quarter wave) is vertical, and the other 
half (the other quarter wave) is provided with a 
horizontal wire (counterpoise) that remains at 
least 2-3 ft above ground at all points. The video 
also shows how to tune the antenna with an 
SWR meter for resonance at roughly the middle 
of the 20 meter band (around 14.200 MHz), by 
making small adjustments to the length of the 
counterpoise).

In the video, a coil with adjustable turns is used 
as part of the vertical half to compensate for 
shortened element length and to make the 
antenna more portable.
